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Council bins petitions

BRIDPORT campaigners, who have been 
protesting against two separate planning 
issues affecting the town, have blasted 
"shameful" council bosses for turning away 
petitions containing thousands of residents' 
signatures. 

West Dorset District Council's chief executive shut 
down the protests last week, after campaigners sub¬ 
mitted two petitions objecting to proposals for 
housing development at Vearse Farm and potential 
plans to build retail units in town centre car park 
spaces. 

Both issues are covered in the council's emerging 
Local Plan - a blueprint for the district's future de¬ 
velopment - which is to be assessed by a govern¬ 
ment inspector early in the new year. 

Petitions containing more than 1,000 names are 
usually brought before councillors for debate and 
angry residents have been busy gathering signa¬ 
tures in a bid to pressure the council into changing 
its plans. 

But WDDC now says the petitions will not be dis¬ 
cussed, having already concluded its public exami¬ 
nation of the plan. 

Bridport councillor Ros Kayes, who has played a 
part in both campaigns, described the move as 
"cloak and dagger democracy". 

"What utter disrespect for members of the public 
that their efforts should 
be seen in this way. 

"This is an absolute 


dereliction of the democratic process," she said. 

"West Dorset District Council may have a new chief 
executive, but it has clearly not changed the way it 
is working as a result. This decision is shameful and 
an absolute disgrace." 

The ADVEARSE campaign group has been protest¬ 
ing against plans for 760 new homes on the edge of 
the town for some time. 

And a separate protest against potential plans to 
allow town centre car parks to be built on has gath¬ 
ered public support in recent weeks. 

The council says there are exemptions to its policy 
on petitions and that those which apply to planning 
issues may be rejected on technical grounds. 

But Councillor Kayes said that plans to build on the 
car parks were added to the plan at a late stage and 
residents were not given the chance to have their 
say. 

She added:"This petition was their only way of ex¬ 
pressing their feelings, and it was supported by the 
majority of shops in the town. 

"Residents also feel they were not properly con¬ 
sulted on Vearse Farm and the town council has for¬ 
mally asked for an extra period of consultation on 
this. 

"West Dorset District Council appears to be oper¬ 
ating nothing less than a cloak and dagger democ¬ 
racy - another clear reason why we need to replace 
it with a unitary authority that at least might make 
some pretence of listening to residents." 

Fellow district councillor David Tett said he was 
"disgusted" that WDDC was "using a technicality to

Certificate, and finally an Institute of Brewing &

• WHAT is your favourite part of the job? 

The favourite part of my job is designing, brew¬ 
ing and ultimately tasting a new seasonal cask 
ale. Or being in a pub and listening to customers 
enjoying a beer and having a good time. 

• WHAT is your Palmers drink of choice? 

My Palmers drink of choice is Copper Ale - but I 
do like all of the ales we brew - and I am excited 
about a seasonal ale called Colmers, which we 
brewed last Easter and I am hoping to brew again 
in the future. 

• YOU like to be an active member in the local 
community, what made you want to be in¬ 
volved? 

I joined the parish council to represent the view 
of somebody who had grown up in the village, 
works locally and appreciates how certain things 
need to evolve in villages to make sure they are 



sustainable. It is no good just saying I don't like 
caravans and tourists without considering how 
important they are to our local community. A lot 
of people move to a village and don't want it dis¬ 
turbed by visitors. 

I joined Round Table to give something backto 
our lovely community. RoundTable raises around 
£15,000 a year for local good causes and organ¬ 
ises community events such as the Beer Festival, 
the firework display and the Boxing Day Swim. 

• WHAT do you like to do in your spare time? 
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I spend my free time cycling around the beautiful 
West Dorset countryside with a group of friends. 
I like to walk on the beach at least once a week 
with my wife Catherine and love time away in our 
VW campervan - especially with our bikes on the 
bike rack. I also love to visit rural pubs and have 
a pint or two. 

• WHAT is your favourite memory? 

My favourite memory is those long summer days 
when I was young. Spending hours in the park 
kicking a football around and balmy evenings on 
the beach fishing for mackerel. 

• WHICH three people would you invite to 
your dream dinner party? 

Seve Ballesteros, an inspirational man and a ma¬ 
gician on the golf course, JK Rowling, such a bril¬ 
liant mind and worked so hard for success, and 
Kiera Knightly, enough said!

avoid debating the ADVEARSE 
petition". 

He said: "It is a manoeuvre to 
side-step debate on a genuine 
concern of the townspeople - it 
has turned a blind eye to those 
concerns. 

"Whilst the Local Plan has been 
publicly examined, only those 
few people invited by the in¬ 
spector were able to state their 
concerns. 

"For the masses who signed 
the petition, their one and only 
chance of doing so has been 
kicked into touch - and this I re¬ 
gard as being totally undemoc¬ 
ratic and disgraceful." 

The council's chief executive, 
Matt Prosser, thanked cam¬ 
paigners for submitting their pe¬ 


titions but said that there would 
not be an opportunity for mem¬ 
bers of the public to comment 
on the plan until the govern¬ 
ment inspector issues his report. 

He said: "Hearings held by an 
independent government plan¬ 
ning inspector into the Local 
Plan for West Dorset, Weymouth 
and Portland recently finished. 
During this process, the inspec¬ 
tor received written evidence 
and heard the direct submis¬ 
sions of the objectors, including 
submissions presented by the 
ADVEARSE group. 

"Therefore, the petition will 
not be discussed by the full 
council as the matter is one that 
has already been able to go 
through a separate investigation 
process through the public ex¬ 
amination into the whole plan. 


"There will be a final opportu¬ 
nity for the public to comment 
on any proposed modifications 
to the plan before the inspector 
issues his final report and the 
plan is formally adopted." 

Sarah Horniman, who has led 
the campaign against building 
on car park space in the town 
centre, said: "Not only is WDDC 
the local planning authority but 
it actually owns the car park be¬ 
hind Waitrose (Rope Walks), and 
the bus station and its car park 
on behalf of the people. 

"If the inspector finds the Local 
Plan to be unsound then WDDC 
will need to consult on changes 
to it." 

The inspector's judgement of 
the Local Plan is expected early 
in the new year.

POLICE are warning motorists that extra checks and 
patrols will be carried out over the festive period, to 
ensure drivers do not take a risk with drink this 
Christmas. 

More than a dozen drivers have already been caught 
over the limit since the force launched its December 
campaign three weeks ago, and officers have 
issued a reminder that police will be stepping up their 
efforts to catch out drink-drivers over the next few 
weeks. 

Officers will be carrying out additional traffic pa¬ 
trols and roadside checks over the Christmas period, 
and Dorset Police has already charged 13 motorists 
with drink or drug-driving offences. 

The force says drivers who take a risk with alcohol 
can expect to face a minimum 12-month driving ban, 
a criminal record, up to six months in prison and a 
hefty fine.

also be made public, as part of an ongoing effort to 
improve safety on Bridport’s roads. 

“We do not want to stop people having a good time 
this Christmas but we will do everything we can to 
make Dorset’s roads safer for everyone using them,” 
said Inspector Matt Butler, of Dorset Police’s traffic 
unit. 

“Every driver who is involved in a collision during 
this period will be breath tested, irrespective 
of whether they are suspected of drink driving or 
not. 

“I would also like to remind everyone that the 
morning after can be just as dangerous as the night 
before, so if you have been drinking into the night, 
there is a strong chance that you may not be fit to 
drive the morning after. No amount of cold showers 
or black coffee will change that.” 

The force has already dealt with a major road acci¬ 
dent in Poole during the campaign, after a motorist 
who had been drinking collided with a lamppost. 

And officers are urging drivers to “make the right 
choice” over the holiday season.

■ I AM waiting to hear whether the Gov¬ 
ernment Inspector, Mr Paul Crysell, will find 
West Dorset District Council's (WDDC) 
Local Plan sound. 

I think that we will hear early in January. 
If he finds it sound, in my opinion there will 
need to be some form of dialogue at some 
point between the people of the Bridport 
area and their representatives and WDDC 
about what is meant by the phrase 'appro¬ 
priate car parking'and where the transport 
hub will go that WDDC refers to in their 
Local Plan. 

Not only is WDDC the local planning au¬ 
thority but it actually owns the car park be¬ 
hind Waitrose (Rope Walks) and the bus 
station and its car park on behalf of the 
people. 

If the Inspector finds the Local Plan to be 
unsound then WDDC will need to consult 
on changes to it. 

I hope that come Election Day voters will 
be mindful of WDDC's very important role 
in planning and of the extent and quality of 
WDDC's engagement with them and their 
chosen representatives. 

In general whether the Local Plan is ap¬ 


proved or not, people need to be alert to 
developers putting planning applications 
in very soon. 

They can sign up with WDDC for informa¬ 
tion about planning applications. If they 
wish to respond to these they will need to 
do so by letter which can be emailed or by 
completing WDDC's on line form linked to 
each specific planning application.This can 
be found through Dorsetforyou or at http:// 
webapps.westdorset-dc.gov.uk/Planning 
Apps/Pages/Search.aspx 

Writers will need to include their name, 
address, telephone number and email ad¬ 
dress if they have one and refer specifically 
to the particular planning application. 

Each person in a household should 
write/email separately for each of their re¬ 
sponses to count. 

The time for responses to planning appli¬ 
cations is quite short so this is why I wish to 
alert people now. 

Petitions do not count when it comes to 
responding to actual planning applications.

“We have been going for six 
weeks with a number of vol¬ 
unteers and around 20 people 
regularly attend but we need 
more volunteers to enable us 
to keep the service going.”

ART LECTURE AT DORSET COUNTY MUSEUM 


JOHN Everett was one of the few 
official war artists of the First 
World War. He worked for the 
Ministry of Information on paint¬ 
ings connected with seaborne 
commerce, using his experience 
as a deep-water sailor to give his 
work a sense of unqualified real¬ 
ism. He specialised in the inter¬ 
pretation of the military's use of 
'dazzle' - a colourful camouflag¬ 
ing technique used to disguise 
ships at sea. Nothing revealed to 
the landsman better than 
Everett's work the beauty that 


camouflage - through grim ne¬ 
cessity - brought to wartime 
shipping. 

Dorchester-born John Everett 
produced a remarkable and 
unique body of work centred on 
Atlantic convoys. On his death he 
bequeathed all remaining mar¬ 
itime works in his possession to 
the National Maritime Museum 
which now holds the most im¬ 
portant collection of his paint¬ 
ings in the world.

tional Maritime Museum, special¬ 
ising in British art and the life and 
work of John Everett.

Great Things Come In Small Packages 


THE latest generation of Volkswagen's Polo 
GTI made its debut at the Paris Motor Show 
in October and is now available to order from 
Retailers across the UK, with first customer 
deliveries due in March 2015. It will cost 
£18,850 RRP OTR for the three door manual 
with a £630 premium for five doors and 
£1,245 for the DSG gearbox. 

The new Polo GTI is powered by a 1.8-litre 
(1,798 cc) turbocharged petrol engine deliv¬ 
ering 192 PS between 4,200 and 6,200 rpm 
(5,400-6,200 DSG), marking an increase of 12 
PS over the outgoing model. And unlike the 
previous Polo GTI, this latest generation is 
available with a choice of six-speed manual 
or seven-speed DSG automatic gearbox. 

With a manual gearbox, the Polo has a max¬ 
imum torque of 320 Nm (236 lbs ft) available 
between 1,450 and 4,200 rpm. For the DSG 
these figures are 250 Nm (184 lbs ft) between 
1,250 and 5,300 rpm due to technical differ¬ 
ences in the design parameters of the gear¬ 
boxes. 

The Polo GTI lives up to its performance 
badge, reaching 62 mph from standstill in 6.7 
seconds and has a top speed of 146 mph. But 
the Polo GTI's power does not come at the ex¬ 
pense of efficiency, with a combined fuel con¬ 
sumption figure of 50.4 mpg and 
corresponding carbon dioxide emissions of 
129 g/km for the DSG (47.1 mpg and 139 
g/km for the manual). 

The Polo GTI follows the design cues of its 
'big brother', the Golf GTI. Compared with the 
standard Polo, new bumpers, GTI insignia, dis¬ 
tinctive 17-inch 'Parabolica' alloy wheels and 
red radiator grille strips and honeycomb grille 


distinguish it from the rest of the range, along 
with standard sports suspension (lowered by 
10 mm at the front and 15 mm at the back). 

At the front, LED lights are standard for the 
first time, while at the rear a GTI roof spoiler, 
taillight clusters in Dark Red, the black 
grained diffuser and chrome dual exhaust 
pipes continue the sporty theme. 

On the inside, the Polo GTI features a leather 
sports steering wheel with logo and red 
stitching harking back to the Golf GTI, as do 
the gear and handbrake levers and floor mats 
with red beading. The check design 'Clark' 
cloth seats with black bolsters have been a 
GTI emblem since the first GTI in 1976. 

The Polo GTI has ESC Sport (electronic sta¬ 


bility control). Like on the Golf GTI this en¬ 
ables the ESC to be adapted for use on a track. 
It works in two stages: first the traction con¬ 
trol is switched off, then ESC Sport is activated 
which raises the ESC threshold and delays in¬ 
tervention (without ESC being completely de¬ 
activated). XDS+ is also standard: another 
Golf GTI 'import', XDS compensates for the un¬ 
dersteer which is typical of front-wheel drive 
cars, meaning driving characteristics are more 
precise and neutral. 

Available as an option on the new Polo GTI 
is a Sport Performance Pack with Dynamic 
Chassis Control which offers sportier steering, 
accelerator response and engine noise inside 
the car.
